1. SUMMARY. TOTAL SOVIET FOREIGN TRADE IN 1974 WAS 39.6 
BILLION RUBLES (US DOLS 56.6 BILLION), AND INCREASE OF ABOUT 
26 PERCENT OVER 1973'S TOTAL OF 31.3 BILLION. ALTHOUGH SOME 
OF THIS INCREASE WAS DUE TO INFLATION IN WESTERN PRICES. 

THE SOVIET FOREIGN TRDE MINISTRY GIVES NO ADJUSTMENT 
FIGURE AS IT HAS IN PREVIOUS YEARS. EXPORTS IN 1974 
TOTALLED 20.8 BILLION RUBLES AND IMPORTS 18.8 BIT LION. 

DURING 1974 THE PROPORTIONAL SHARE OF THE SOCIALIST COUNTRIES 
IN SOVIET TRADE DECLINED TO 54 PERCENT OF TOTAL (FROM ABOUT 
58 PERCENT IN 1973) AND THE SHARE ACCOUNTED FOR BY DEVELOPED 
CAPITALIST COUNTRIES INCREASED TO 31 PERCENT FROM ABOUT 26 
PERCENT IN THE PREVIOUS YEAR. SOVIET TRADE WITH LDCS 
CONTINUED TO ACCOUNT FOR ONLY ABOUT 15 PERCENT OF TOTAL. 
MAJOR DEVELPMENTS DURING THE YEAR INCLUDED THE CONTINUED 
EXPANSION OF TRADE WITH DEVELOPED COUNTRIES THROUGH 
LONG-TERM COOPERATION AND CREDIT AGREEMENTS, THE INCREASED 
INVOLVEMENT OF CEMA COUNTRIES IN LARGE-SCALE RAW MATERIAL, 
ENERGY AND INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS IN THE USSR. 
AMONG THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FOUR FROM SOUTH ASIA AND 
THE MIDDLE EAST-EGYPT, INDIA, IRAN AND IRAQ-WERE THE 
LEADING SOVIET TRADING PARTNERS FOR THIS SECTOR.

AN INCREASE OF 8.3 BILLION RUBLES (DOLS 11.9 BILLION) OVER

NOTED IN PRAVDA ARTICLE, SHARE OF THESE COUNTRIES HAS NOW 
INCREASED TO 31.3 PERCENT-NEARLY ONE-THIRD-OF ALL SOVIET 
TRADE, COMPARED WITH 26.6 PERCENT IN 1973. VALUE OF 
SOVIET EXPORTS TO THESE COUNTRIES TO THESE COUNTRIES WAS 6.3 
BILLION RUBLES, UP SHARPLY FROM 3.7 BILLIN IN 1973, AND IMPORTS
